“An arm y w ithou t cav alry , p artially 
p rov ided w ith artillery , deficient in 
tran sp o rtatio n for the little they had 
to carry , w ithou t tents, tools or cam p 
equ ip ag e, w ithou t m ag azines of any 
kind, half clothed, badly a rim'd, debili­ 
ta ted by disease, (fUsheartened by m is­ 
fortu ne.” B u t th eir leu der w as a lion, 
and th e lion w as a t last at bay .

w as another factor which contribu ted 
g reatly to the efficiency of th e arm y , 
and tliat w as th e hig h qu ality and. 
ov erw helm ing nu m ber of the A m eri­ 
can officers. 
O rders had been g iv en to the bri­ 
g ades and troop s m entioned to concen­ 
tra te a t M cConkey ’s Ferry , abou t nine 
m iles abov e Trenton. A nother div ision 
u nder E w ing w as to cross a m ile be­ 
low T renton and seize the bridg e and 
fords across the A ssu np ink, to check 
th e retrea t of th e enemy and co-op erate 
w ith the m ain attack.

comp any . which w as comp osed of v et­ 
eran C ontinentals to the nu m ber of 
2,400, w ith eig hteen p ieces of artillery . 
All this wa s*briefly expla ined by the 
genera l to Seymour a nd the stu ff 
while they rode slowly a long the frozen 
roa d. About 8 o’clock they a rriv ed a t 
the ford, nea r which the troops which 
.ha d a rriv ed before them now stood

Tbe storm w as a t its heig ht. 
All hop e 
of a nig ht attack and su rp rise had nec­ 
essarily to be abandoned. 
Still the 
g eneral 
p ressed 
on, 
determ ined 
to 
abide the issu e and m ake the attack as 
soon as he reached th e enem y . It w as 
th e last effort of liberty , conceiv ed in 
desp eration and born in th e throes of 
hu ng er and cold! 
W hat wou ld the 
bring ing forth be?

her by the ha nd they sa id in the 
Chinese la ngua ge to her tha t 
they

girlsshinning with the spirit of God, 
she sa w wha t her mission in Chi na 
wa s. 
When Miss Ga y nor wa nted to open 
up medica l work for women she found 
it difficult to rent a pla ce, the a n­ 
tipa thy being so grea t towa rd the 
“ foreign devils.” The people thought 
tha t to rent a building to her would 
be the ca use of a ll ma nner of pla gues 
a nd, pestilences. 
After 
she ha d 
secured a pla ce of business the women 
ca me for trea tment in groups of ten 
or twelve beca use no woma n ha d the 
coura ge to go a lone fea ring tha t some­ 
thing terrible would ha ppen.

ha d been told tha t the missiona ry 
doctors 
took 
the 
blood 
a nd 
hea rts of Chinese children with which 
to compound their medicines. 
When 
the first pa tient consigned to a wa rd 
every one of the women wa nted to go 
wirh her a nd sta y . The fa ct tha t the 
pa tient must sta y a lone wa s evidence 
substa ntia ting the a wful stories they 
ha d hea rd. 
Miss Ga y nor’s medica l work wa s the 
first work of tha t kind done for women 
in tha t community . She told of the 
work done in the country districts a nd 
the methods pursued by the medica l 
missiona ries a nd the Bible women to 
rea ch the ultima te a im of a ll their 
work, na mely , the Christia nizing of 
the people. 
Empha sis wa s given to 
the grea t need of supporting the W. 
F. M. S. beca use they a lone did the 
work for women. 
One dolla r will
